came tho most feared democrat in the j 
county was launched. 
John G arner served only two term s i 
in the Texas house, as the member 
from Uvalde. 
A congressional redis­ 
tricting 
took 
place 
then, 
and 
col­ 
leagues who saw the stuff of which 
he was made aided him in his first 
election to congress, in 1903. 
Eyer 
since then without hesitation, his dis­ 
trict has returned him to W ashington 
feeling almost that i: owed a duty to 
do so not only to itselt, but to the 
democratic party and to the country 
at largo.

G arner 
acquired 
an

knowledge of government and politics 
th a t makes him one of the most val­ 
ued members of the New Deal cabinet.
